gists. 
many species of birds bare been ob- 
tained in this minute islet as in any 
country in Eurépe, while the vast num- 
bers of the migrating flocks are showa 
by the fact that 15,000 lurks bave some 
times been caught in one night.

Tt was not until 1858 when the 
British Government took aver the 
acttial rule of India from the cele- 
brated. old. East Indian Companr, 
that durbars “began to have much 
interest or attraction for people in 
Great Britain. The first durbar we 
ourselves held was in cclebration of 
that event, and it took placs at the 
great city of Allahabad, in November 
of that year, under the then Viceroy. 
Lord Canning. . ‘ 

This was followed by the durbar 
in 1864, which was held at Lahore, 
and of which the hero was Sir John 
Lawrence. 

A later durbar was held at Agra in 
1866, and the last—and greatest of all, 
perhaps—was that held by Lawrence 
at Lucknow ere he left India, in 
1867. One wondrous feature of this 
durbar was the procession of seven 
hundred fall-grown clephants, cach 
gaily caparisoned and gleaming w il 
cloths of gold, silver, and_ richest 
embroidery; whilst the eye was sim:
